Month,  1805,  the  Com- 
mittee brought  in  the  following  Report  of  the  State 
«f  the  Inditution. 

By  the  following  datement  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Inditution,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  there  is  an 
increafe  of  property  of  521I.  6s.  2d.  A great  part 
of  this  increafe  has,  however,  been  expended  in  erect- 
ing the  late  additional  buildings,  the  whole  expenfe  of 
which  is  not  yet  difcharged.  All  the  buildings  are 
rated  at  the  original  cod.  There  dill  remains  a debt 
of  2569I.  owing  for  principal  and  intered  ; thefe  cir- 
cumdances  render  the  continued  liberality  of  Friends 
necedary. 

The  number  of  Patients  now  in  the  Koufe  is  49, 
viz.  16  Men  and  33  Women.  Eleven  Patients  have 
been  admitted  ftnce  lad  year  ; two  have  died,  and  five 
t have  been  difcharged  ; others  are  in  a date  ot  recove- 
ry ; and  we  may  with  fatisfaCtion  obierve,  that  we 
believe  the  date  of  the  Patients  continues  to  be  fo  at- 
tended to,  as  to  render  them  as  comfortable  as  perfons 
under  their  circumdances  can  be  expected  to  be.

i.  1.  HE  Inftitution  is  to  be  eftablifhed  and  fupported  by 
Annuities,  Donations,  and  annual  Subfcriptions ; and  the 
fame  (which  Ihould  be  altogether  voluntary)  is  to  be  pro- 
moted amongfl  Friends  within  the  compafs  of  any  Quarter- 
ly Meeting. 


2d.  Each  Subfcriber,  by  way  of  Annuity,  contributing  a 
fum  not  lefs  than  twenty  pounds,  fhall  receive  an  intereft 
of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  during  life. 


3d.  A contribution  of  one  hundred  pounds,  from  any 
Quarterly  or  other  Meeting  in  its  colieftive  capacity,  or  a 
donation  of  twenty-five  pounds  from  any  Friend,  or  a fub- 
fcription  of  fifty  pounds  for  an  Annuity,  (hall  entitle  fuch 
Meeting,  Donor,  or  Annuitant,  refpeftively,  to  the  privi- 
lege of  nominating  one  poor  Patient  at  a time,  on  the  loweft 
terms  of  admiffion. 

4th.  The  name  of  every  Annuitant,  Donor,  and  Subfcri- 
ber, fhall  be  recorded  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpofe ; 
and  every  Annuitant,  Donor  of  not  lefs  than  two  guineas, 
and  Subfcriber  of  fums  in  any  manner  equal  to  two  guineas, 
(being  and  continuing  a member  of  our  Society.)  fhall  be  a 
member  of  the  meetings  which  are  to  be  held  for  the  go- 
vernment and  iuperintendence  of  the  Inftitution. 
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£th.  There  (hall  be  paid  for  Board,  Wafhing,  medical  Ad- 
vice and  Medicines,  and  all  other  things  neceflary,  except 
clothing,  for  every  poor  Patient  privileged  agreeably  to  the 
third  Rule,  a fum  not  lefs  than  four  {hillings  per  week. 

6th.  Not  lefs  than  eight  {hillings  per  week  fhall  be  paid 
for  other  Patients,  and  more  according  to  circumftances ; and 
fix  {hillings  per  week  for  the  board  of  the  fervant  of  a Pati- 
ent, in  cafe  their  friends  fhould  incline  to  fend  one;  which 
fervant  mull  be  approved  by  the  Committee.  The  terms  of 
admiftion  to  be  fubjeft  to  future  alteration,  if  found  necef- 
lary. 

7th.  As  the  benefit  of  the  propofed  Inftitution  is  intend- 
ed to  extend  to  thofe  who  are  not  ftri&ly  members  of  our 
Society,  though  not  under  eight  {hillings  per  week,  it  is 
agreed  that  fubfcriptions  may  alfo  be  received  from  fuch  per- 
fons. 

8th.  In  cafe  any  quarterly  Meeting  be  fmall,  or  its  mem- 
bers not  in  an  eligible  fituation  to  raife  one  hundred  pounds, 
the  General  Meeting  of  Subfcribers  fhall  have  power,  on  ap- 
plication, to  extend  the  privilege  of  the  third  Rule  to  fuch 
Meetings,  on  contributing  a finaller  fum,  at  the  difcretion 
of  the  faid  General  Meeting. 

cth.  For  the  fatisfa&ion  of  Subfcribers  on  life  annuities, 
and  thofe  who  have  lent,  or  may  hereafter  lend,  any  money 
to  this  Inftitution,  this  Meeting  declares,  that  the  whole 
real  and  perfonal  property  thereunto  belonging,  acquired, 
and  to  be  acquired,  fhall  ftand  and  continue  a fecurity  to  the 
laid  life  Annuitants,  for  the  annual  payment  of  their  inte- 
reft,  and  to  the  Lenders  aforefaid,  for  the  regular  payment 
of  principal  and  intereft. 

10th.  The  privilege  of  Meetings,  or  perfons,  to  recom- 
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mend  poor  Patients  on  the  loweft  terms  of  admiflion,  ac- 
cording to  the  third  and  eighth  Rules  of  9th.  Month,  1794, 
fhall  not  be  taken  away  or  diminifhed,  notwithftanding  any 
general  powers  which  are  or  may  be  invefted  in  the  future 
Diretfors. 

11th.  A General  Meeting  (hall  be  held  in  the  latter  end 
of  the  6th.  month,  or  beginning  of  the  7th.  month,  of  every 
year,  unlefs  fome  other  time  fhould  hereafter  be  found  more 
convenient ; and  the  Friends  who  may  compofe  it  fhall, 
f rom  time  to  time,  have  a general  Hate  of  the  family,  and  ac- 
counts  of  the  Inftitution,  laid  before  them,  and  (except  the 
two  preceding  minutes  which  relate  to  fecurities  to  Annui- 
tants, to  Lenders  of  money,  and  to  privileged  Meetings  and 
Subfcribers,)  fhall  have  power  to  alter  or  make  Rules,  and 
give  fuch  directions,  as  they  may  think  beft  adapted  to  pro- 
mote the  defigns  of  the  Inftitution  ; and  to  appoint  a Trea- 
furer,  who  fhall  keep  and  difpofe  of  the  money  entrufled  to 
him,  as  the  faid  Meeting  fhall  direft:  they  may  alfo  confirm, 
alter,  or  abrogate,  the  Orders  and  Regulations  of  the  Quar- 
terly Meetings  ; and  fhall  choofe  annually  a Committee  for 
the  immediate  care  and  management  of  the  Undertaking.— 
This  Committee  are  to  meet  once  a month  at  fai theft;  fix 
the  terms  of  admiftion  for  the  different  Patients;  make  out 
clear  and  diftinft  accounts  of  the  ftate  of  the  Inftitution ; 
and  carry  into  execution  the  Rules  and  Orders  made  for 
promoting  its  welfare, 

12th.  During,  or  after  the  conclufion  of,  each  Quarterly 
Meeting  of  Friends  for  Yorkfhire,  a Meeting  is  to  be  held 
to  examine  the  faid  Committee’s  accounts,  read  over  all  their 
minutes,  advance  or  reduce  the  weekly  payment  of  any  of 
the  Patients,  and  give  the  Committee  fuch  advice  and  di- 
rection as  they  may  think  proper,  confiftently  with  the  ge- 
neral Rules  and  Orders  that  may  have  been  eftablifhed. 
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13th.  The  General  Meeting,  in  the  year  1800,  according 
to  the  original  plan  of  the  Inflitution,  made  provifion  for  a 
perpetual  fucceflion  of  DireClors.  Forty  Subfcribers,  mem- 
bers of  our  Society,  were  nominated  and  appointed,  who, 
with  their  fucceffors,  as  hereafter  direCted  to  be  appointed, 
(together  with  any  other  Donors  or  Subfcribers,  qualified  ac- 
cording to  the  fourth  Rule,  and  Agents  that  may  be  appoint- 
ed by  any  qualified  Meeting,  that  may  from  time  to  time 
choofe  to  attend)  are  to  be  the  General  Meeting,  and  conti- 
nue the  Directors  of  the  Inflitution,  in  whom  the  govern- 
ment of  it  is  perpetually  to  veft  and  remain ; any  ten  of 
whom  are  to  be  fufficient  to  do  bufinefs.  The  laid  forty  Di- 
rectors, or  any  eight  of  them,  with  any  other  qualified  Do- 
nors or  Subfcribers,  are  to  meet  quarterly  for  the  purpofes 
of  the  twelfth  Rule. 

14th.  At  the  expiration  of  each  year,  the  fir  ft  named  eight 
on  the  lift  are  to  ceafe  to  be  Diretlors,  and  eight  others, 
members  of  our  Society,  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Meeting  in  their  place  ; (with  an  addition  for  fuch  as  may 
be  deceafed  or  dilowned ;)  any  of  whom  may  be  chofen  from 
the  number  of  Donors  and  Subfcribers,  or  others,  as  (hall, 
in  procels  of  time,  be  judged  moil  convenient  and  beft. 

15th.  If,  at  any  future  period,  by  means  of  fome  unfore- 
feen  or  unexpected  events,  it  fhould  appear  to  the  General 
Meeting,  that  the  original  purpofe  of  the  Undertaking  can- 
not be  accomplifhed  or  purfued,  the  faid  General  Meeting 
fhall  give  due  notice  in  writing  to  all  the  DireClors,  and  alfo  in 
every  Quarterly  or  other  Meeting  of  our  Society,  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  Rules,  may  be  interefted  therein,  that  the  dif- 
pofal  of  the  property  of  the  Inflitution  is  to  be  taken  under 
confidcration  at  their  next  Meeting  ; at  which  Meeting  two 
Agents  or  Reprefentatives,  appointed  by  any  of  the  faid 
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Meetings,  fhall  be  admitted  as  Members  of  the  General 
Meeting  ; and  in  cafe  two-thirds  of  the  Meeting  fo  conven- 
ed fhall  agree  thereto,  they  may  fell  or  difpofe  of  the  whole 
eftate  and  property  of  the  Inftitution,  or  of  any  part  there- 
of, or  appropriate  the  fame,  or  the  neat  produce  thereof,  to 
fuch  juft,  equitable,  or  charitable  ufes,  as  they,  on  ferious 
and  deliberate  confideration,  fhall  judge  beft. 

16th.  A quarter  of  a year’s  maintenance  for  each  Patient 
is  to  be  regularly  paid  in  advance;  and  in  cafe  the  Patient 
fhould  be  cured,  or  die  before  the  expiration  of  the  firft 
quarter,  no  part  thereof  is  to  be  returned;  but,  after  the  firft 
quarter,  return  is  to  be  made  for  the  number  of  whole  weeks 
unexpired,  at  the  time  of  removal,  or  deceafe  of  a Patient. 

17th.  On  the  admiffion  of  Patients,  the  Committee  fhould, 
in  general,  require  a certificate,  figned  by  a medical  perfon, 
to  the  following  import : I do  hereby  certify , that  A B of  C, 
a~cd  — years,  is  in  a fate  of  Infanity , and  proper  to  he  received 
into  a hovfe  provided  for  the  relief  of  perfon s of  that  defcription.* 
It  is  alfo  defirable,  that  fome  account  fhould  be  fent,  how 
long  the  Patient  has  been  d.fordered  ; whether  any,  or  what 
fort  of  medical  means  have  been  ufed  ; and  whether  any  dif- 
pofition  has  appeared  in  the  Patient  to  injure  him  or  herfelf, 
or  any  other  perfon;  with  any  other  circumftances  likely  to 
throw  light  on  the  cafe  relative  to  his  or  her  treatment. 

18th.  As  the  Committee  is  not  to  admit  any  Patient,  on 
lower  terms  than  eight  fhillings  per  week,  unlefs  recom- 
mended by  the  Agent  of  a privileged  Meeting,  or  a Subfcri- 


* Alfo  whether  the  Patient  is  ajfliEltd  with  any  complaint  inde- 
pendent of  Infanity. 
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ber  qualified  according  to  the  third  Rule,  it  is  hoped  that  in- 
dividual Subfcribers  will  be  cautious  of  recommending  Pati- 
ents, whole  maintenance,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  paid  by  a 
monthly  or  other  Meeting,  to  the  faving  of  the  expenfe  of 
the  members  of  fuch  Meetings  collectively,  thereby  render-  ' 
ing  it  unneceffary  for  them  to  fubferibe  to  the  Inftitution  : 
but  no  difeouragement  is  hereby  intended  to  the  abidance  of 
Friends  whofe  circumflances,  or  thofe  of  their  near  connexi- 
ons, are  too  ftrait  to  pay  eight  Drillings  per  week. 

19th,  As  it  is  neceffary  to  afeertain  the  Subfcriptions  of 
each  Meeting  that  may  have  a right  to  recommend  poor  Pa- 
tients, Donors  of  twenty-Dve  pounds  and  upwards,  are  de- 
bred  to  explain,  whether  they  wifh  to  enjoy  the  privilege, 
during  life,  of  recommending  poor  Patients,  or  that  their 
Donations  fhould  be  confidered  as  the  Subfcriptions  of  their 
Quarterly  or  other  Meetings : and  it  is  agreed,  that  all  Do- 
nations of  individuals  (not  claiming  fuch  right  of  recommen- 
dation,) fhall  be  confidered  as  the  Subfcription  of  the  Quar- 
terly Meeting  to  which  they  refpettively  belong,  whether 
reported  to  fuch  Meetings,  or  not ; and  every  Quarterly 
Meeting  (hall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  recommending  poor  Pa- 
tients, in  proportion  to  the  Sublcriptions  of  their  refpeCtive 
members. 

2oth.  As,  in  many  cafes,  it  may  be  difficult  for  the  friends 
of  Patients  to  procure  iuitable  perlons  to  conduct  them  to 
the  Houle,  it  is  agreed,  that  on  application,  a proper  perfon 
fhall  be  fent  from  the  Retreat ; the  expenfes  only  being  paid 
by  the  Patients’  friends. M 

2 1 ft.  Though  it  was  the  original  defign  of  this  Inftituti- 
on. to  accommodate  fuch  infane  perfons  as  are  members  of 
our  Society,  yet  it  was  alfo  confidered  that  cafes  might  arife, 
wherein  it  might  be  defirabls  to  extend  fuch  accommodation 
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beyond  the  line  of  ftri&  memberfhip  ; but  as  an  indifcrimi- 
nate  admittance  of  perfons  not  in  memberfhip,  would  defeat 
the  fpecial  defigs  of  the  Inftitution,  the  admitting,  or  not 
admitting  of  them,  muff  always  be  left  to  the  difcretion  of  the 
Committee,  and  confequently  time  given  for  that  purpofe. 

2 2d.  It  alfo  appears  neceftary,  that  the  fending  of  Patients 
without  previous  application,  fhould,  in  all  cafes,  be  avoid- 
ed, left  fuitable  accommodation  be  not  ready  for  their  re- 
ception ; and  Friends  are  alfo  requeued  to  avoid  bringing 
Patients  at  late  hours  of  the  night. 

23d.  As  fome  Patients  have  come  with  diforders  uncon- 
nected with  Infanity,  and  which  require  additional  expenfe 
or  attendance,  it  is  judged  neceffary,  that,  in  fuch  cafes,  an 
additional  charge  fhall  be  made,  at  the  dilcretion  of  the 
Committee. 

24th.  As  experience  demonflrates,  that  the  recovery  of 
infane  Patients  frequently  depends  on  their  being  removed 
from  their  connexions,  and  put  under  proper  care  and  treat- 
ment, in  the  early  ftages  of  the  diforder,  it  is  earneftly  re- 
commended to  their  friends,  to  remove  them  at  an  early  pe- 
riod after  the  diforder  appears  to  be  fixed.  And,  as  an  ad- 
ditional inducement  to  perfons  in*ftraitened  circumftances, 
to  adopt  this  falutary  meafure,  it  is  concluded,  that,  in  de- 
rangements not  exceeding  fix  months  from  their  firft  appear- 
ance, thofe  members  of  our  Society  whofe  circumftances,  in 
cafe  of  continuance,  would  not  conveniently  admit  of  their 
paying  more  than  eight  fhillings  per  week,  fhall  be  entitled 
to  an  abatement  of  four  Ihillings  a week  for  one  year,  if  not 
fooner  recovered.  Thofe  Patients  who,  by  the  former  Rule, 
would  have  been  rated  at  four  fhillings  per  week,  will,  un- 
der this  regulation,  be  admitted  gratis,  for  a year,  if  necef- 
fary. 
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25th.  As  circumltances  may  fometimes  occur  wherein  it 
is  proper  that  the  Committee  Ihould  have  a difcretion  to  de- 
cline the  admiffion  of  Patients,  though  members  of  our  So- 
ciety, efpecially  when  the  Houfe  is  nearly  full ; it  is  agreed 
to  veft  fuch  difcretion  in  the  Committee,  until  the  Quarter- 
ly or  General  Meeting  can  be  confulted ; which  Meeting 
{hall  determine  the  propriety  of  admitting  or  refufing  fuch 
applications.  • 

26th.  As  the  wearing  of  walhing  gowns  and  Ikirts  is  at 
prefent  fo  much  increafed,  that  the  walhing  of  them  in  lb 
large  a family  is  attended  with  confiderable  inconvenience  ; 
it  is  agreed,  that  thofe  belonging  to  the  Patients  lhall  be 
walhed  out  of  the  Houfe,  and  the  expenfe  charged  to  their 


refpe£!ivc  accounts.
